A BRIEF HISTORY 


OF 


SCARBOROUGH 




HE town of Scarborough, originally called Black 



Point, was founded in 1630, and formed a part of the 


* Gorges Palatinate which was intended by James I to 
promote aristocracy, the divine right of kings, and the 
union of church and state. Scarborough was settled by 
descendants of royalty, staunch defenders of the feudal 
system, even to tlie possession of slaves, some of whose 
names appear on the first church rolls of the Congregation- 
alist society at Black Point, This accounts for the fre¬ 
quent citations of this and other towns by the Puritan 
colony of ^lassachusetts for failure to interest themselves 
in popular education and supervision of private morals, 
ideals both dear to the Puritan democracy. 

Ours is a romantic history. The Lady Frances, daughter 
of the Earl of Warwick, eloped with a handsome com¬ 
moner, Captain Thomas Cammock, and became the mother 
of the Thomas Cammock, to whom the original grant of 
the Neck was made. After the death of this Thomas Cam¬ 
mock, his widow married his dearest friend, Henry 
Jocelyn. Later the grant was transferred to Joshua Scot- 
tow, then upon his death, it was sold to Timothy Prout 
and Alexander Kirkwood. In 1830 through various set¬ 
tlements, the whole of Front’s Neck came into the pos¬ 
session of Thomas Libby, who sold at will parcels of his 
huge estate. Meanwhile other settlements had sprung up 
at Dunstan and nearby points which were all incorporated 
into the town of Scarborough. This is but a skeleton sketch 
of the territorial phase of our town. 

Due to the interest of our educators, the coming gen¬ 
erations have not been allowed to forget that Scarborough 
has a precious heritage of history and legend. Hardly a 
school-child who could not tell you of the bloody Indian 
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battles led by ^logg' Heigon; or of Squando, the friendly 
chief wliose only child was drowned by credulous whites 
in trying to prove the belief that Indian papooses swam 
from birth; or of Captains Pine and Iliinnewell whose 
cool daring struck terror into the savages. All tales as 
thrilling as any from the pen of Cooper. There is hardly 
a name or spot in our town which to a thoughtful person is 
not alive with memories of a time when this tiny seacoast 
village loomed large in the councils of kings, and when 
its Hr-olad hills furnished stately masts that bore sturdy 
craft upon the seven seas. 

But all was not war and turmoil. The letters of Eliza 
Southgate written in the late eighteenth century have 
left us a delightful picture of the home and social life 
of the day. Imagination can conjure uj) tiie ruddy hearth 
hres, the generous banquets, and tlie lively parties of a 
long-gone day when life had perhaps more of toil, but 
eerlaiuly more of color and warmth. 

Scarborough was annihilated by tlie Indians in 1690 
and no attempt was made to resettle it until 1702, 'Hie 
fo!‘nier dreams of feudal estates now gave way in lime to 
the more prosaic occupations of fishing and farming and 
as the neigh})oring port of Portland grew, it overshadowed 
its less fortunately located sister towns. As early as 1850 
the town began to attract summer visitors; partly be¬ 
cause of its scenery, a eliarniing combination of purpling 
salt-marshes and rocky headlands, and partly because of 
the delicious sea food. Winslow Homer and Wallace Nut¬ 
ting found the luic of the scenery ii‘resisiiblc, and many 
others of social or intellectual prominence yearly return 
to our resorts. 

Scarborough furnished the state of iMaine with its first 
governor, William King, and the nation with an eminent 
statesman, Rufus King. Others of perhaps less note, but 
with as true a spirit of service have lent themselves to 
the cause of good town government. Every war in whicli 
our country has engaged has found Scarborough men in 
the front line of duty.

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Kd.ucationally, Scarborough has kept abreast of the 
times to a large extent, especially when the citizens with 
true foresight, crowned their public school system with a 
fine high school, which has served both as a model and 
incentive to other towns, and has induced worth-while 
people to make their home among us. 

On various occasions talk has been heard as to the feas¬ 
ibility of combining Scarborough and other near-by towns 
into a greater Portland, but such ideas are distasteful to 
those who know and cherish the old and honorable tradi¬ 
tions of the town and who wish to preserve its individ¬ 
uality intact. 

The above brief account of Scarborough is based partly on 
the late Augustus F. Moulton^s *"Old ProuCs Neck/*

SCARBOROUGH'S 
LARGEST INDUSTRY 


A century ago, three Cape Cod fishermen discovered 
the famous Scarborough river clams. Tlie discovery was 
made by Captain Snow, Captain Baker, and Captain 
Leavitt. 

Early spidng found tlirce Cape Cod vessels in the mouth 
of the Scarborough river. Their purpose at this time was 
to obtain salt bait which was salted clam meats. Their 
cargo required approximately twelve thousand barrels of 
shell clams or two thousand barrels of clam meats. The 
vessels would remain in Scarborough river for two months 
and many of the natives obtained employment from them. 

^lay first the vessels prepared for their return trip to 
Cape Cod. Some of the bait was sold to the various fish¬ 
ing vessels and the balance retained. From Cape Cod tlie 
fisliing vessels left for the Grand Banks wliere they would 
remain for six months returning with a cargo of salt cod 
fish prepared on the vessels. 

Captain Snow, Captain Baker aiid Captain Leavitt were 
veritably three wise men. Their keen minds soon realized 
that the town of Scarborough liad great possibilities. They 
purchased three tracts of land on Blue Point Hill and 
built homes. Later their families were brought from Cape 
Cod to Pine Point, iMaine. 

At this early date clams were not regarded as a seafood 
by the majority of New England people. Through their 
efforts clams were introduced into the various New Eng¬ 
land markets and in a comparatively short time the suc¬ 
culent bivalves were being consumed in great quantities. 

Tlie develojmient of the clam business has been difficult 
and confronted with many .obstacles. The inhabitants have 
worked diligently and have had their feasts and famines. 
Many times the clams have become depleted. This has not 
been caused wholly by the men digging them from tlie 
beds because the sea gulls, crabs and eels have proved to 
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be the clams worst enemies. The spawn and seed have 
been devoured by them before they get a chance to be¬ 
come imbedded in the sand. 

The town of Scarborough has at various times assisted 
in the work of transplanting clams. Money has been 
raised to pay men to dig clams from beds where there is 
an abundance of seed and transplant it on the barren beds. 

Mother Nature has helped to preserve the Scarborough 
clams. Severe winter weather will form ice over the clam 
beds. The ice kills the crabs and starvation causes the 
death of a great many gulls. The State of jMaine has re¬ 
cently enacted a law which prohibits the taking of clams 
less than two inches in length. This law helps considerably 
in the propagation and preservation of them. 

The town of Scarborough is proud of it’s famoiis shore 
dinner houses and fried clam stands. Thousands of peo¬ 
ple annually enjoy these delicious clams which are served 
steamed, fried and in cakes. Scarborough’s choice seafoods 
served with the famous Pine Point lobsters have become 
known in all parts of the world. 

The F. H. Snow Canning Co., Inc. is the only clam fac¬ 
tory located in Scarborough. A wholesale ciam business is 
conducted here and several thousand barreks of clams are 
shipped annually. This company also operates a cannery 
where approximately fifteen thousand gallons of clam 
meats are packed auuually. The clams are used in clam 
chowder, clam cakes, pickled clams and clam cocktail. 
The major part of the clams used in packing are in the 
clam chowder. Snow’s Clam Chowder is the only clam 
chowder packed in Pine Point, Maine. 

The town of Scarborough cordially extends an invita¬ 
tion to all who have not enjoyed our delicious seafood.s 
to come to Scarborough and dine at one of our famous 
hotels or shore dinner houses.

The Scarborough Firemen's Association in the past year 
lias made decided progress in its efforts to fulfill its pur¬ 
pose to the Town of Scarborough, that is ^*To provide 
through organized and directed effort, protection from 
fire to property in the Town of Scarborough, Maine." 

In accordance witli our plan of following the Board of 
Underwriters Survey we have now in the town one 500- 
gallon pumping engine which is located at the station at 
Dunstan, and Avhich has passed the Underwriters test. At 
Black Point the truck has been equipped with a 100-gal¬ 
lon booster tank and two hundred feet of booster hose and 
dual wheels replacing the old single ones. Oak Hill has 
transferred a bod}" onto their new chassis from their ob¬ 
solete piece and are carrying several hundred feet of hose. 
North Scarborough has 750 feet more of 1% inch hose and 
a new set of tires for their truck. Pine Point has con¬ 
structed a platform on their chassis and are carrying sev¬ 
eral hundred feet of 2% inch hose and Pleasant Hill paid 
balance on pump equipment. 

The various companies answered 142 alarms last year 
divided as follows: Dunstan 47; Oak Hill 32; North Scar¬ 
borough 27; Pleasant Hill 23; Black Point 12; Pine Point 
1: and at this time, in behalf of the Town of Scarborough 
and The Firemen's Association I want to thank the Chief's 
and departments of the surrounding cities and towns who 
gave us their assistance, without charge, in times of need. 

Tlie value of equipment in the sections of the Town 
which liave no hydrant service has been clearly demon¬ 
strated by the North Scarborough Company in the past 
year and especially at the fire at Pig Knoll. 

The different companies through their own efforts have 
improved their quarters so that they have been able to hold 
community times and fire meetings in their different houses, 
and I want to thank all of the people and organizations 
who have made it possible for our Association to accom¬ 
plish its aims so far and that we merit your continued co¬ 
operation.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

In the past year this office has been conducted as nearly 
as possible along the same lines as in the past. Since the 
scarlet fever epidemic last winter there have been but 
few cases of communicable diseases until recently when a 
number of cases of whooping cough have appeared. 

The constant increase in number of children of school 
age and the ease of modern transportation steadily in¬ 
creases the danger of contact and spread of all communi¬ 
cable and infectious diseases and for this reason great care 
should be taken in contact with any source of disease. 
Teachers in the schools of this town no doubt have been a 
valuable aid in preventing spread of disease in observing 
sick children and excluding them from school until sure 
they are free from disease. 

Fifty children and adults took advantage of the annual 
free vaccination clinic for Small Pox last Marcli in which 
the Board of Education aided by furnishing comfortable 
and convenient quarters in the High School building. Tliis 
was, to a large extent, responsible for Dr. Sapiro and a 
nurse being able to handle so many in a short time. The 
local Red Cross also aided in this clinic by furnishing a 
nurse and supplies. The State Health Department urges 
that this clinic, which takes place early in !March of each 
year, be given as much publicity as possible so as to con¬ 
tact all those who wish to take advantage of this free 
vaccination. 

I have induced several property owners during the past 
year whose sewers have had to be replaced or repaired to 
use more substantial materials, mainly cast iron pipe in¬ 
stead of tile. The iron pipe being more able to withstand 
crushing, movement of soil, invasion of tree roots and has 
much longer life, protection against any one of these being 
well worth the difference in cost. 
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As in the past this office has taken into consideration all 
matters called to its attention and if in doubt, I have con¬ 
sulted State Health Officials and remedied conditions as 
far as the Health Department had authority. As in the 
past, many of the cases reported, this office had no au¬ 
thority to correct. 

I wish to call the attention of the householders to the 
law that requires them to report to local health officer any 
communicable diseases iu their families. 

In closing I wish to thank all those who assisted in con¬ 
ducting this office during the past year.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


February, 1938 

To the Board of Educafion and Ctiizens of ScarhoTOugh : 

Sometimes it is worth while for a person, a conmiunity, 
or a school system to study itself in comparison. In our 
report last year, we studied the support of Scarborough 
schools in comparison with those of surrounding towns. 
The serious situation was somewhat relieved by the ac¬ 
tion of the town at the annual meeting on the matter of 
support of schools. But the situation remains serious. 

TEN YEARS AGO AND NOAY 

So this year, it seems worth while to study our school 
support in relation to the past. Lets look at a few facts 
regarding the school responsibility and school support 
ten years ago, 1927-28, and today. 

In the fall term 1927-28 we had in the Scarborough public 
schools 456 pupils. This year we had 645 pupils, an increase 
of ISO, or 41.4 per cent. 

In 1927-28, the total expenditures on the schools through 
the Board of Education was $28,804 80. This included all 
money raised by local taxation plus state and federal 
grants. In 1937-38, the corresponding figure was $31,519- 
84. an increase of $2,715 04 or less than 10 per cent. 

Translated into cost per registered pupil—the amount 
available to spend on the education of your individual 
boy or girl, in 1927-28, Scarborough could provide a pro¬ 
gram based on a per pupil cost of $63 17. In this year 
1937-38, the program had to be based on a per pupil cost 
of $48 86. 

If the funds had been available during the present year 
on the same per pupil basis as ten years ago, there would 
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have been available for the education of our boys and 
girls over $9,000 more than we actually had and spent. 

Thus Scarborough is not keeping its financial support 
abreast of its educational load. And this is telling on our 
educational program. In other words this lack of support 
had to be taken out of the educational program of our 
children. 

Ten years ago, while Scarborough’s expenditures on 
education were even then modest, the town was considered 
a leader for towns of its size in the count3'. It had built a 
new liigh school which was superior to those in surround¬ 
ing towns; today these towns have passed us in the 
breadth of their liigh school facilities. Ten years ago Scar¬ 
borough was commended for the advances it had made in 
elementary schools; today it faces problems of housing 
which will be considered later and our program in health, 
art, music, and other fundamentals in a modern program 
is inferior to that in surrounding towns. In 1927, the 
salaries paid Scarborougli teachers, while modest, were 
not out of line with those paid in this area; today our 
salaries are so low that we keep superior teachers only be¬ 
cause of their loyalty to the town and willingness to help 
solve the problems for its children. For instance, several 
of our teachers have had opportunities to leave Scar¬ 
borough for much higlier salaries elsewhere. They stayed 
with us because they are interested in the educational de¬ 
velopment of Scarborough. To some people this may seem 
foolish; to the person who realizes the idealism and loyal¬ 
ty of the true teacher, it is understandable. 

Scarborough cannot afford to let this situation continue. 
In last year’s report we saw that Scarborough is not sup¬ 
porting its schools to the extent that other towns in similar 
circumstances are supporting theirs. The evidence in this 
report shows that because of this, our children are being 
denied their rightful educational opportunity. 

What are our needs? Improvement of our building situa¬ 
tion, pai’ticularl}^ at Oak Hill as will be seen later. Regu¬ 
lar improvement of teachers’ salaries until they reach a 
point where Scarborough can obtain and hold the greatest 
possible number of superior teachers who are adapted to 
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the work of our particular community. SuflScient funds to 
make possible improvement of the health program and 
more intensive work in art and music. 

EIGHTH GRADE AT OAK HILL 

Let’s turn to our most pressing problem. The com¬ 
mendable tendency of parents in schools other than Oak 
Hill to send their children, at their own expense, to the 
graded school at Oak Hill has been noted in many of our 
reports. Tliere seems now universal agreement that this 
works to the great benefit of tliese boys and girls because 
the stimulation and opportunity for them in a room with 
only one or two grades has left them inevitably better 
prepared for high school. 

Last September we moved the eighth grade to the high 
school building, providing another teacher. This has 
strengthened greatly the program for the 31 pupils now 
in that room. Incidentally it is interesting to note that of 
the 44 pupils in the eighth grade in all our schools, 31 are 
in the room in the high school at Oak Hill. 

The prospect for next September disturbs me. There are 
in our schools about 60 pupils who, if all are promoted, 
will go into the eighth grade next September. Of these, 
24 are already at Oak Hill in the seventh grade. Now, if 
parents in other parts of the town send their children to 
Oak Hill in the same proportion as this j^ear, there will be 
about 45 pupils in the eighth grade. This is too large a 
group for the best work and will tax the capacity of the 
high school room. Still worse, because of the highly bene¬ 
ficial change made this year, more parents may wish to 
take advantage of the transfer. However, our first re¬ 
sponsibility is to make the program at Oak Hill worthy of 
the sacrifice of parents in sending children there. So we 
face a situation which the lack of proper housing seems 
likely to make impossible. 

This is a striking example of the difficulty Scarborough 
schools are facing increasingly due to the let down over 
ten years in school support. All children ought to have the 
advantages of a graded school at least during the year just 
preceding high school; but because we have not kept up 
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with our pupil increase, lack of room seems likely to make 
this impossible even for all parents who are TOlling to 
make special sacrifice to obtain it. 

LIBBY SCHOOL CROWDED 

Here ^s another serious situation. Most of our elementary 
schools showed some increase last September but in all 
but one the situation is no cause for concern. However the 
Libby School is reaching an impossible size. It has in¬ 
creased rapidly over the last five years as shown by the 
following record of average daily attendance:

An average daily attendance of 40 means that there are 
sometimes in the room between 45 and 50 pupils. This is 
beyond the pupil seats in the room. 

Now a class as large as this, with at least seven grades 
represented does not provide a respectable educational 
program even with the best of teaching. 

Further there seems likelihood that the district will 
grow and the school become larger. 

It is evident that something must be done to meet this 
situation out of fairness to the children and parents in 
this area. The only feasible plan seems to transfer some 
of the pupils, probably in the higher grades—to Oak Hill— 
but again we are up against lack of facilities. Once again 
we meet the seriousness of the situation because Scar- 
boz'ough has not over the last ten years kept up with its 
school load. 

NEW BUILDING NEEDED AT OAK HILL 

The situations just discussed emphasize the need for ad¬ 
ditional facilities at Oak Hill. A year ago we prophesied 
that there would be an average attendance of 176 pupils 
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in the Oak Hill elementary grades in September, 1937— 
and the actual average attendance was just that. We saw 
a very much greater increase by September, 1938 and a 
review of the evidence during the past year gives no 
cause to change our prophesy. 

While the situation was temporarily solved last Septem¬ 
ber by the use of the room at the high school our fear that 
we must have additional facilities at Oak Hill by Septem¬ 
ber, 1939, is shown by developments during the past year 
to be more than well founded. 

What those facilities should be was discussed in detail 
in the last report. Since then we have given consideration 
to the use of the town. hall. While this is possible as a 
temporary measure, the need for additional toilet facilities 
and the inevitable irritations which will arise from the 
housing of children in that building make it only a possible 
temporary solution to be dropped as soon as possible. To 
enlarge the wooden building at Oak Hill will mean, as in¬ 
dicated in last year’s report, to increase already existing 
hazards and to have, after the expense, a building not 
adapted to a modern educational program. 

The only real and permanent solution we see is indicated 
in the following, repeated from last year’s report: 

“Either on the present site—or on a site at or near Oak 
Hill—a new brick, semi-fireproof school building laid out 
to provide for a modern program should be erected and 
ready for use not later than the fall of 1939. It should pro¬ 
vide about ten rooms and a small auditorhim-gymnasium. 
It should be so planned and constructed that, as pressure 
comes on the high school, the ninth grade might be trans¬ 
ferred to this new building and a junior high school unit 
organized in the same plant with the six grade elementary 
school. While this would be considerablj" more expensive 
than a four-room wooden addition to the present building, 
it need not be extravagant. Simple in design and construc¬ 
tion, looking forward to future pressure on the high school 
I am not sure it would cost such a lot more than the con¬ 
struction of additions to the Oak Hill building not later 
than the fall of 1939 and later to the high school—which 
I see ahead.” 
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HEALTH PROGRAM 

Another matter of importance in providing a proper edu¬ 
cational program for our children is the need for a full 
time scliool and public licaltli nurse. This was discussed 
in detail in last year’s report, the need being emphasized 
by a scarlet fever epidemic that year. Fortunately there 
has been no epidemic condition this year but the physician 
urged strongly that sucli a nurse be provided and we sup¬ 
port him earnestly in this matter. Such a nurse, for value 
to the school, would care for first aid in the inevitable ac¬ 
cidents, lielp in avoidance and control of epidemic condi¬ 
tions, ajul assist in the physical examinations and other 
phases of health education. Such a person would contrib¬ 
ute largely to the building up of a worth while health pro¬ 
gram. 


SAFETY OF OUR CHILDREN 

We note tliat Route No. 1 is to be widened to a fourth 
lane through our toAvn. TJiis will take the space now used 
for walking. The town should make definite provision for 
a sidcAvalk through settled areas as at Oak Hill and Dun- 
staii. This will be protection for all of us but is especially 
urged on behalf of children walking to and from school. 

CONCLUSION 

Summarizing this report, all interested in the future of 
Scarborough are urged to consider the foUoAving funda¬ 
mentals: 

1. Scarborough is not keeping the support of its pro¬ 
gram to the creditable standard of past years. It is not 
even keeping its support in balance with the increase of 
pupils. 

2. As a result, Scarborough children arc not today be¬ 
ing provided with educational advantages available in 
surrounding tOAvns of similar size. 

3. If this continues, Scarborough young men and Avom- 
en are going to enter the competition of life under a 
handicap for which the toAAm must accept responsibility. 

4. The greatest asset of any community is its people— 
their health, purpose, skill, and character—and communi- 
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ties and individuals with the best schools carry on in this 
competitive age, with more chance of continuing economic, 
social and political stability and success. 

In closing may I express to the Board of Education 
thanks for its thoughtful and conscientious consideration 
of our educational and financial problems. ^Without such 
care and judgment it would have been impossible to have 
maintained the program at its present level under existing 
handicaps. 

Also thanks to our teaching staff whose loyalty has al¬ 
ready been noted. And finally thanks to town officials and 
citizens, as individuals and in organizations, for their con¬ 
siderate interest.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 

To Superintendent F. H. B. Heald: 

I herewith submit my seventeenth annual report as 
principal of Scarborough High School. 

One hundred and thirty-five pupils have registered for 
the first semester of the present school year. The distribu¬ 
tion of the seventy-four boys and sixty-one girls enrolled 
is as follows: Seniors, twenty-three; Juniors, thirty-nine; 
Sophomores, forty; Freshmen, twenty-six; post-graduate, 
one; special students, six. As twenty-one Seniors will be 
graduated in June, the present eighth grade registration 
of approximately forty pupils probably means that the 
record enrollment of one hundred and forty-one in 1933 
will at least be equalled next year. 

In line with our policy of enriching our curriculum to 
some degree each year, a new course in present day prob¬ 
lems, called “Problems of American Democracy,” is now 
included in this list of Senior required subjects. The 
purchase of a second-hand printing press has made it 
possible to add to our industrial arts course an exploratory, 
non-voeational, laboratory course in printing. 
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Througli the financial contributions of the classes of 
1930 to 1937 inclusive, whose class treasury balances were 
pooled into a general fund, a trophy cabinet was built last 
summer. The thanks of the school is extended to Emile A. 
Janellc, Charles P. Bowley and A. Ralph Libbey for their 
contributions of time and labor to this project. 

Sixty members of the undergraduate student body are 
now enrolled in sixty-five projects of 4-IT Club work. There 
arc throe Cooking Clubs (one a boys’ club), a Sewing Club, 
a Poultry Club, a Pig Club and a Garden Club. Pour of 
tlicse clubs have student leaders, Jeanette Johnson won 
high honors last year by being declared state dress-making 
champion which entitled her to a free trip to the National 
4-II Congress in Chicago in December. 

Our successes in interscholastie competitive activities 
have been above the average. Our public speaking team 
won the Triple C triangular contest for the sixth consecu¬ 
tive year and Steven Libby won first place in the Triple 
C Finals at North Yarmouth, first place in the Cumberland- 
York regional contest at Westbrook, and the State cham- 
pionsliip in the Spear contest at Augusta. Our girls’ track 
team won the county championship in Portland, our 
newly-formed cross country team went through an unde¬ 
feated season of competition and our boys’ basketball team 
has compiled one of the best records in the history of the 
school, 

I am pleased to announce that Scarborough High School 
has again been placed on the approved list of the New 
England College Entrance Certificate Board. This entitles 
our college-preparatory graduates who have received aver¬ 
ages of at least eighty-five per cent in their subjects to be 
admitted to college without examination on the princi¬ 
pal’s certification. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and 
the members of the Board of Education for their support 
in the administration of my duties.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 

The school examinations were completed last Fall and 
the usiial number of physical defects were noted among 
the children—bad teeth, infected tonsils, poor posture, 
malnutrition, etc. Although the number was not exces¬ 
sive, I feel that considerable improvement could be ef¬ 
fected. 

An efficient way of handling these problems would be 
through the obtaining of a school nurse. The school nurse 
has proved her worth in many of the towns and cities all 
over the countrj^ Her close observation of all the pupils 
in the schools many times prevents those epidemics which 
at times incapacitate whole towns. By also observing the 
pupils individually a nurse might note the onset of some 
condition which, if not treated at once, might ruin the 
child for the rest of its life. 

In the Town of Scarborough a school nurse’s duties 
could include other phases of health work that would reach 
also the parents and J'oung adults who are fully as im¬ 
portant as the school children. Disease is not particular as 
to whom it attacks—the young or the old, the strong or 
the weak. With proper observation, instruction, and 
timely care many incapacitating illnesses could and would 
be eliminated. 

Another feature of a nurse in Scarborough could be 
home nursing care. In many instances patients are not ill 
enough to require hospitalization or a private nurse. In 
these cases the town nurse could be called in to get the 
patient ready for the day or night, or do the dressings. 
This service has proved life-saving in many cases. 

The following would be the aim and purpose of a nurse 
in Scarborough: 

1. To promote health—individual, family, and 
community. 

2. To prevent disease—by teaching the prin¬ 
ciples of health, hygiene, and sanitation. 

3. To provide skilled nursing care for the sick 
in their Romes on a part-time basis. 
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I hope that the people of Scarborough will agree with 
me on the need of a nurse and will join in an attempt to 
obtain one.

Warrant For Town Meeting 
March 7, 1938 


To William G. Sherman, a Constable in the Toxvn of Scar¬ 
borough, in the County of Cumberland, Greetings: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re¬ 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Scarborough, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to 
assemble at the Town Hall on March 7, 1938, at 9 o’clock, 
A.M., to choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting;
